Rep. Kelly Proposes Cut of 
40 Per Cent. 


(BY A 8ST CORRESPONDENT } 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 9.—([Spe- 
cial.]—Representative Kelley of Michi-| 
gan, chairman of the house naval sub- | 
committee on appropriations, having 
just returned from Marion, O., where 
he conferred with President Elect 
Harding, will propose to the committee 
a 40 per cent cut in the naval estimate 
for ship construction. | 
Representative Kelley said he was | 

giving his own views and made no 
attempt to reflect the opinions of the | 
president elect. but declared he thought | 
the policy should be to gradually com- | 
plete the naval building program of 
1916, but with a view to proportionate 
disarmament of the ‘nations. 
Should Be “ Normal Year.” ; 
“The coming year in my opinion,” | 
he said, “ should be a normal, heaithy, | 
naval building year. The navy is ask- 
ing for $184,000,000 for new ships alone 
—something more than thirty, includ. | 
ing six battle cruisers, ten battleships, | 
and ten scout cruisers. As this work 
goes forward now the navy is spending 
about $7,000,000 or $8,000,000 a month. | 
This rate, I believe, is rapid enough to | 
carry on the necessary construction, |
